Officially, there has been no experimentation in British Columbia with 
treatment of heroin addiction by administration of carbon dioxide. The B.C. 
Nareotics Addiction Foundation, while aware of the research in this area at 
Philadelphia's Hahnemann Medical College, and the promising results, has not 
thus far studied in this field. , ’. 

But privately it is possible there has been some investigation of the 
carbon dioxide treatment, although how far it may have gone no one is pre¬ 
pared to say. 

Briefly, what has been done at Hahnemann College is to test the ef¬ 
ficacy of inhalation of the gas to the point where a patient becomes uncon¬ 
scious. He is revived after less than a minute. The effects are noted. And the 
findings at this point are so encouraging as to have prompted a highly optim¬ 
istic statement from a leading psychiatrist from Bellevue Hospital in New 
York. 

Dr. Albert Laverne, who pioneered the treatment, asserts: “It may be 
the solution to the nation’s soaring heroin addiction and related crime pfob 
lam.” 


Studies show that carbon dioxide therapy “demonstrably removes the 
psychological and physical dependence for the short term . ...<! addicts show¬ 
ed an almost immediate change in attitude after each treA^tofct" . 

In 12 so-called “hard core" herion addicts treated there,w«p some evi¬ 
dence “that it may remove drug dependence for the long temilso.” 

The most promising aspect of the experiment seems'to .be that; the 
patient’s ontlook on life is changed, and withdrawal depression, and pain gives 
way to what is described as a “happy” attitude. ‘ —- - • - - 

Another important aspect of this therapy is that it could replace meth¬ 
adone. Methadone is itself an addictive drug, but without the destructive effect 
of heroin. It was introduced in this country by the B.G. Narcotic Addiction 
Foundation in 1062, and used with marked success. 

It must be hoped that the foundation will be given whatever rapport it 
needs to make its own practical appraisal of this new therapy, for there are 
few, if any, agencies in Canada better equipped or more experienced for 
tindertaking such an assessment. 

Here is an opportunity for the Health Minister to move iririjftly, without 
waiting interminably for the recommendations of committees and commission*. 
Let him, for once, throw caution to the winds and spend a few thousand dollars 
where there can be no question of the good it can do.
